THE ARRANGEMENT FOR ENLARGING THE 
ARMY 
} T THE HOUR when we write, it seems certain that a 
' compromise has been reached between the Democratic 
and Republican members of the Senate which will place 
at the President’s disposal a military force sufficient for 
the restoration of order in the Philippines and for other abso- 
‘ lutely necessary functions. It would be hard to overestimate 
dy the importance of this accommodation of conflicting views, 
ys which is due, apparently, to the gravity of the recent news 


from Manila. Let us glance, first, at the details of the bill, 
which now seems likely to become a law, and then note the 
serious difficulties which will have been avoided by its passage. 
The bill, which is the outcome of an agreement between Sen- 
ator Hawley on the Republican side and Senator Cockrell on the 
Democratic, provides that, for rather more than two years to 
come, the regular army shall be maintained at its present 
strength, to wit, about 63,000 men, and empowers the 
President to raise thirty-five volunteer regiments, which are 
to be recruited either from American citizens or from the in- 
habitants of our outlying dependencies. At the expiration of 
the term fixed by the bill, the volunteer regiments are to be dis- 
banded, and the regular army is to be reduced to a little more 
than half its present size. We should bear in mind that experi- 
ence has shown that, at any given moment, only four-fifths of 
the men on an army roll are fit for duty. It follows that, even 
ie should the bill become a law, only about 80,000 men can be at 
all times relied upon as qualified for service. Of these, at least 
15,000 will be required to man our coast defences, and no less 
than 25,000 will be needed for garrison duty at Indian posts. 
The very lowest estimate of the force which must be kept in 
Cuba for a considerable period is 12,000. © Puerto Rico will need 
| at least 5,000, and Hawaii 2,000 men. There would remain but 
23,000 soldiers fit for duty in the Philippines, which is the very 

if smallest number capable of suppressing the rebellion in Luzon 
and of enforcing obedience to American authority throughout 
the Visayan islands and in Mindanao. It must, therefore, be 
acknowledged that the compromise army bill will only furnish 
the President the minimum force required. It is, indeed, al- 
ready probable that a part of the troops which ought to be man- 
ping our coast defences, and to be stationed at Indian posts, 
will have to be sent to the Philippines, while the caleulation that 
12,000 soldiers will suffice for Cuba depends on the somewhat 
rash assumption that the inhabitants of that island will give us 
no trouble. Plainly, the utmost that can be said for the Haw- 
ley-Cockrell compromise is that an acceptance of it is preferable, 
on the whole, to the convocation of the new Congress in extra 
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There are many and weighty reasons why the Administra- 
tion should wish to defer the meeting of the next Congress until 
7 the date tixed by law for the opening of its regular session in 


Even if there were to be in the next House of Rep- 
resentatives a large Republican majority, upon which President 
Mckinley could depend for svmpathy and support, the expedi- 
ency of convoking it in March would be extremely questionable. 
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At present, the country is highly prosperous, and, in the abserice 
of any trenchant legislative changes, or of the apprehens 


thereof, the prosperity is likely to continue. It is true that our 
national expenditures during the present, if not, also, during 
the next fiscal year, seem almost certain to show a considera! je 
excess over revenue.

Nor is it on general grounds alone that a special session of Con- 
gress must seem undesirable to President McKinley and his 
Cabinet. From the viewpoint of the Republican party, there 
is a special reason for avoiding it. According to present com- 
putations, the Republican majority in the next House of Repre 
sentatives may not exceed fifteen. That is to say, the transfer 


of eight Republican votes to the Democratic side would defeat 
an Administration measure. Now, it is by no means certain 
that Senator Hoar and Senator Hale, who are inflexibly op- 
posed to the Administration’s Philippine programme, miglit 
not be able to influence at least eight Republican members in 
the new House. It is quite certain, on the other hand, that 
many more than eight members could be controlled by Mr. 
Reed, who will succeed himself as Speaker, and who has thus 
far made no secret of his opposition to many features of the 
President’s post-bellum policy. Under the circumstances, it 
is probable that, were the new Congress convoked in March, 
a resolution could forthwith be carried through the House of 
Representatives declaring it to be our intention to leave the 
Filipinos to govern themselves at the earliest possible moment. 

As we have previously pointed out, such a declaration would 
be, at this juncture, highly inexpedient. We have not, at pres- 
ent, adequate data upon which to base a definite and irrevocable 
announcement of our intentions with relation to the Philippines. 
We cannot acquire such data until we have had time to estab- 
lish order throughout the archipelago and carefully to study the 
economical, social and political conditions and capabilities of its 
inhabitants. A system that might conceivably work in parts 
of Luzon might work ill in the Visayan islands, and be still 
more unsuited to Mindanao and the Sulu group. To attempt 
to determine what we shall do with our new possessions in the 
Far East before we have even occupied them and had an op- 
portunity of learning what they are, or before the inhabitants 
have had a chance of becoming acquainted with ourselves, 
would be preposterous in the literal meaning of that word. We 
should be putting the cart before the horse. Weshould be blind 
leaders of the blind, and could not reasonably expect to escape 
falling into the ditch. Even eight months or a year hence, it 
will still be premature to essay the solution of a problem so 
intricate as the future of the Plilippines. 

This is the broad and decisive ground on which we should 
refrain from forming and, much more, from uttering any hasty 
opinion on the subject. There are two other reasons, however, 
which should restrain us from avowing, at this time, an inclina- 
tion ultimately to give self-rule to the Filipinos, even if this pur- 
pose commended itself to the mass of the American people. It 
is certain that such an announcement, if made while the rebel- 
lion in Luzon remains unsubdued, would be entirely miscon- 
strued by Aguinaldo and the other promoters of the insurrection. 
As it is, we know that their defeats are habitually depicted by 
them as victories, and that their ignorant followers are told that 
General Otis is afraid to advance beyond the outskirts of Manila, 
where he is protected by Dewey’s guns. If a philanthropic pro- 
gramme should now be published by us, just after the insurgents 
have been incited to wholesale incendiarism and massacre, it 
would, of course, be construed as proof of the terror which 
Aguinaldo professes to have inspired. Not only, moreover, 
would such a publication be a glaring blunder from the view- 
point of generals and statesmen desirous of extinguishing rebel 
lion, but it would also justify foreign nations in taking precau- 
tions betimes for the furtherance of their respective interests 
If we have made up our minds to leave the Filipinos to them 
selves, it is manifest that the Tagals will, presently, set up the 
semblance of a government in Luzon; the Visayas another in 
the intermediate islands, and the so-called Moros a third in Min- 
danao and the Sulu archipelago. These pretended common- 
wealths would be as unable to avoid war with one another as 
to maintain order at home. Amid the resultant anarchy, tli 
lives and property of European residents would be in imminet 
danger, and a military and naval intervention for their prote: 
tion would be not only the right but the duty of Kuropean gov 
ernments 

Eight months is but a too brief period in which to decid 
upon the course which will be best for the Filipinos and for ou 


selves. Even that >rief period we might have lost but for th 
compromise effe tea + he army bill, which, happily for us 
mav render it urnecessary to convoke the new Congress in extr 
session.
